It is ouo thing to rniso a good crop of 


vegetables, but qxiite nnothor to keep 
oafoly through winter. It is, doubtless, 
tho i'uot that more vcfjotablos arc in- 
jured by boat iti tlio winter than by 
ould, because most persons crowd such 
things together in lorgo quantities, and 
then cover deeply to keop out the frost. 
When pliieod in oollursj tho windows 
iiro closed, and in tlio more Northern 
States, bunked up with, perhaps, fresh 
horso manure from tho stable. 
Of 


course it is neeessurp to keep potatoes, 
turnips, beets, and similar roots from 
freezing; still they would of far better 
quality if kept cold us possible, and not 
actually frozen. 
Turnips and beets, in 


pnrtiuulnr, are very liable to heat, and 
become spoiled if a largo quantity is 
placed together; and potatoes aro often 
injured by being stored in largo bins, 
instead of being put in barrels ov spread 
thinly upon shelves in n dark collar. 
When buried in the ground in small 
heaps, say twenty or thirty bushels in 
each, is best,—JfuralNcw 
Yorker.

Turnips and boots, in 
particular, lire very liable to heat, and 
become spoiled if n largo quantity is 
placed together; and potatoes aro often 
injured by boing stored in largo bins, 
instead of boing put in barrels or spread 
thinly upon shelves in a dark collar. 
When buried in the ground in small 
heaps, say twenty or thirty bushels in

lias been attacked. In N*T5 York city 
nnd vicinity £3 epidemic is general, 
nnd it in estimated that twenty-eight 
thousand animals are suffering. 
But 


few deaths arc reported. The epidemic 
prevails throughout Western and Cen- 
tral New York, and is extending in New 
England, having already reached Maine. 
One remarkable fact in connection with 
tho disease in New York State is that 
no canal-boat horsoa are attacked by it.
